U.S. Softening on Farm Aid Spurs GATT Hopes

PARIS — The United Stales and the Eu- 
ropean Community have significantly nar- 
rowed their long-standing differences over 
farm subsidies, officials said Sunday, im- 
proving the chances of completing the cur- 
rent round of international trade negotia- 
tions by early next year. 

In a meeting between President George 
Bush and EC leaders in The Hague on Satur- 
day, American officials for the first time 
sharply . scaled back their demand that Eu- 
rope virtually eliminate support for its agri- 
cultural producers within a decade. 


“The Hague summii unblocked negotia- 
tions on the critical issue of agriculture.’' a 
top EC trade official said. “There is much 
sail to be done in Geneva, but we are at least 
finally within the same ballpark.” 

Both tides agreed, however, that major

The multilateral Uruguay round of trade 
talks, which began foe years ago under the 
aegis of the Geneva- based General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade, bogged down 
largely because of the inability of the Euro- 
pean Community to reach an accommoda- 
tion with the U nited .Sta tes and. other, major 
grain exporters over the reduction of its 
oostty system of farm supports. 


The talks, which aim at extending the rules 
for global trade to services, protection of 
intellectual property and other areas, broke 
up in disarray Iasi December in Brussels 
because of Europe's unwillingness to go be- 
yond token cuts in farm subsidies. 

In recent days, however. Germany has 
signaled a willingness to press for major 
changes in the Community's Common Agri- 
cultural Policy, opening the way for Europe 
to reach a compromise with its trading part- 
ners.

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Mitterrand to Seek Cut in Term of Office 
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. PARIS — President Francois Mitterrand 
said Sunday that he would propose a major 
change of the French Constitution next year. 

In a broadcast interview, be said that the 
change would involve reducing the presidential 
tens of office and increasing the powers of 
parhament and that the proposal would be 
submitted to a rderendom. 

Mr. Mitterrand, 75, also hinted that be might 
resign before the end of his term of office in 
1995. 

“I will correct these institutions," he said, 
“before I finish my tom. I will not leave with- 
out having (hatred these institutions or at least 
having pat before parliament and the French 
people toe modifications I consider necessary.” 

He said a reduction of the presidential man- 
date from seven to five years would not be 


legally binding on him, “bat politically, moral- 
ly, I am the sole judge of wbat I should do." 

Asked whether he intended to serve out his 
full second term until 1995, he said, “I, too. 
sometimes think 14 y ears is long.” 

Mr. Mitterrand said the best moment for a 
major institutional change was between region- 
al elections in March and the end of 1992, when 
the European €000110011/8 single market 
comes into effect. 

“I will announce afi that to the French people 
within a relatively short time,” he said. 

Mr. Mitterrand again defended Prime Minis- 
ter Edith Cresson, who has seen ber peculiarity 
plummet in polls. “The French people are be- 
ginning to appreciate the prime minister," he 
said. “They don’t know ber wclL” 

Mrs. Cresson wifi have been in office six 
months this week. Her appointment was to 
have breathed new life into sluggish industry 


and Mr. Mitterrand's faltering administration. 
But die has come under increasing criticism for 
not having done enough to fight unemploy- 
ment, the depressed economy, widening strikes 
and social unrest especially in decaying urban 
areas. 

Mr. Mitterrand denied ihal malaise was 
widespread, saying it was in France's nature to 
fed some malaise. 

He said there was no “generalized move- 
ment” of sodal dissatisfaction. 

“It’s somewhat the fate of France since 
1945,” he said. “We saw it in 1988." 

Bui he criticized Ihe violent nature of some M 
the protests, especially those by farmers upset 
at the increased competition posed by Europe- 
an imports and the prospect of diminishing 
state subsidies. 

“We must come together firmly against all 
that is violent,” he said.

MOSCOW — Boris N. Yeltsin,

ethnic and economic crises. 

Two days after the-prodamation 
of direct presidential rule from 
Moscow, the Chechen-Ingush Au- 
tonomous Republic in sou than 
Russia remained firmly under the 
control of its rebel leader. General 
Dzhokhar Dudayev. 

At a news conference in the Che- 
chen capital, Grozny. General Du- 
dayev' tinea tened to avenge “any 
act of state terrorism" by the Rus- 
sian authorities against his small 
republic, which has a population of 
I J million. 

General Dudayev, a retired Sovi- 
et Air Force officer, said that if 
Russia acted agressivdy, “we will 
inflict as much suffering as it in- 
flicts on (his land. Everything is 
prepared.” 

In Moscow, the Russian parlia- 
ment went into fecial session to 
discuss the crisis in the Caucasus, 
with many legislators criticizing 
Mr. Ydtsm for trying to resolve 
intractable ethnic problems 
through force. 

The Soviet interior minister. Vik- 
tor P. Barannikov, whose coopera- 
tion would probably be required to 
enforce Mr. Yeltsin's decree, said 
both he and the Soviet president, 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev, wanted to 
resolve the conflict by political 
methods.

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Doubt About Maxwell Finding

LONDON — Thepereonal phy- 
sician for Robert Maxwell, the 
British publisher who apparently 
died and fell overboard during a 
cruise off the Canary Islands last 
week, said he doubted that Mr. 
Maxwell had died of a heart attack. 
The Sunday Times reported. 

Pathologists who examined Mr. 
Maxwell’s body last week in the 
Canary Islands, after it was recov- 
ered from the sea, concluded he 
had suffered a heart attack and had 
probably fallen off his yacht and 
into the ocean. They said they had 
found no evidence that suggested 


he had been the victim of foul play. 

Mr. Maxwell’s physician. Dr. Jo- 
seph Joseph, told the newspaper 
that the publisher, whom he saw in 
London four weeks ago, had been

Further forensic tests — for the 
presence of poison or other drugs 
— are being earned out on tissue 
and fluids removed from Mr. Max- 
well's body at the autopsy.

Maxwell whose body was released 
to his family last week by Spanish 
authorities, was buried Sunday in 
Jerusalem. 

Although Dr. Joseph did not ex- 
amine Mr. Maxwell's body, be de- 
scribed his death as “very, very 
strange.”

London Rejects 
Draft of EC Pact 


LONDON — Britain said Sunday that the latest draft treaty for 
European political union was unacceptable because it continued to 
refer to the goal of a federal Europe, British officials said. 

They said that the government was studying a French-language 
text of the draft but that it remained unacceptable. 

The decision was announced as Prime Minister John Major flew to 
Germany for talks with Chancellor Helmut Kohl on the European 
Community summit meeting at Maastricht, the Netherlands, next 
month. 

“We can’t accept the draft as it stands,” an official said. He added 
that there was no clear definition in the treaty or consensus in 
Europe on tire meaning of “federal,” a term that Britain fears implies 
an erosion of its sovereignty. 

The draft represents the second a ttemp t of the ECs Patch 
presidency to arrive at a text acceptable to all 12 nations in the 
Community. 

Foreign ministers will meet to discuss the draft in the Netherlands 
on Tuesday. The Maastricht summit meeting, on economic, mone- 
tary and political union, is to take place Dec. 9 and 10. 

Mr. Major’s visit to Bonn is designed to try to narrow differences 
with Mr. Kohl, a keen supporter of a federal Europe. Hie talks are 
expected to focus primarily on political uni on. 

Among contentious issues were federalism and proposals to give 
the EC powers over immigration and internal justice, ana to 
strengthen the power of the European Parliament, British officials 
said. 

Norman Lament, chancellor of the Exchequer, also made clear 
Sunday that Britain still had reservations about a treaty on economic 
and monetary union. 

Mr. Lament told BBC Television that Britain was working con- 
structively to read an accord but would not sign a document that 
committed tire country to a single European currency.

Bush Commits U.S. 


To Joining EC in 
Yugoslav Embargo

THE HAGUE — Hoping to 
press Yugoslavia's republics to slop 
their civil war, President George 
Bush has announced that the Unit- 
ed Slates will join in the European 
Community's economic sanctions 
against that nation and in its call on 
the United Nations to impose an 
oil embargo. 

“We will apply sanctions on Yu- 
goslavia comparable to those of the 
European Community,” Mr. Bush 
said over the weekend at a news 
conference after four hours of talks 
here with the Community's two top 
officials. 

“The EC can also depend on the 
United States to co-sponsor a new 
United Nations Security Council 
resolution on Yugoslavia looking 
toward a possible oil embargo ana 
cooperate fully in efforts to 
strengthen an embargo on arms ex- 
ports to Yugoslavia.” 

At a meeting in Rome on Friday, 
the Community decided to with- 
draw trade preferences, end a trade 
agreement and economic aid, and 
uige a UN oil embargo. 

The United States has for several

8 Wounded in Shell-Shocked Dubrovnik France Braces for Chaos at Airports

DUBROVNIK, Yugoslavia - 
At least eight people were wounded 


here Sunday during more than 10 
yy sbellini 


hours of heavy shelling and small 
arms fire as the Yugoslav Federal 
Army tightened its noose around 
this stoned Croatian port. 

[Serb-led forces also fought Cro- 
atian defenders street by street foi 
control of Vnkovar, a powerful 
symbol in the dvQ war that is ap- 
parently in pail of falling after a 
three-month battle, The Associated 
Press repealed.] 

A sniper's bullet grazed the leg of 
Phil Davison of the British newspa- 
per The Independent, and frag- 


ments of the same round struck the 
legs of a Dubrovnik policeman, a 
butcher and a waiter. 

The four were standing in front 
of the main entrance of the Hotel 
Ar gentina, a few hundred meters 
down the coast from the walled 
medieval tiiy, when the gunman 
fired. 

The Argentina, the best-known 
hotel of this former mecca for tour- 
isty serves as headquarter for a 
dozen observers of the European 
C omm u ni ty and about 17 Yugo- 
slav and foreign journalists. 

Outside the hold are large blue 
flags with the circles of 12 stars 
representing the member nations of 
the Community hang, as well as a 
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consul of Dubrovnik. The hotel 
was stmek with shrapnel Friday. 

The hotel also shelters several 
hundred Croatian refugees who 
fled their homes in the countryside. 
Seventy arrived Saturday night 
with only the clothes they wore, 
from the Hotel Belvedere, situated 
about 700-metos down the coast 
on a promontory bekrw Mount 
Zarkcmca, which is held by federal 
tank and artillery units. 

The Belvedere came under fire, 
both from Zarkovica and from two 
Yugoslav Navy patrol boats on 
Saturday and agam Sunday morn- 
ing, when it was set ablaze. 

The white-suited European ob- 
servers watched the shdhng bom 
the balconies and terraces of the 
Argentina as bursts of sniper fire 
whizzed past. 

The observers filed a protest with 
the Yugoslav Army against the at- 
tacks, which prevented them from 
traveling to Caytat, a half-hour 
down the Adriatic coast, to confer 
with counterparts. 

The Croatian defenders of Du- 
brovnik, numbering about 1,000, 
have only a few heavy weapons. 
The federal army has heavy tanks, 
rockets, ships, fighter-bombers and 
large camion at their disposal 

“I have stones,” said Nivcs Q- 
rin-Sam, 30, a sculptor from the 


Croatian port of Split. “I think I 
could throw them on their heads. I 
was kind of a pacifist. Never hated 
anybody. Bnt now?" Miss Gcan- 
Sam is a volunteer aide for Cro- 
atian refugees here, who number 
about 10,000. 

The others wounded Sunday 
were hit in the newer part of Du- 
brovnik, to the northwest Army 
mortars destroyed three pleasure 
craft in the Graz harbor and also 
struck a hold. 

The army, which has been be- 
sieging Dubrovmk for 40 days and 
has cut off its water and electricity, 
is demanding that the Croatian 
forces lay down their aims. The 
Croatian government, under Presir 
deal Fraujo Tndjman, has refused. 
■ Vnkovar Street-Fighting 

A defense official in Vukovar 
said in a telephone interview from 
the Croatian capital of Zagreb that 
the two sides were fighting street by 
street in the river town.

Deuterium is extracted 
from water, and tritium can be 
made inside the reactor. 

Just 10 grams of deuterium and 
15 grams of tritium would be 
enough to provide Ac lifetime elec- 
tricity needs of an average pawn 
in an industrialized country, ac- 
cording to the project's figures. 

Nudear fusion is the energy-pro- 
during process that takes [dace 
continuously in the sun and stars. 

The spokesman heralded it as 
“extremely safe” since any mal- 
function results in rapid shutdown.

BATON ROUGE, Louisiana — The an- 
swer to the hottest question in American 
politics these day? — Can David Duke be- 
come governor of Louisiana? — remains 
uncertain with less than a week left in the 
campaign. But the prevailing opinion among 
stale political experts is mat Mr. Duke's 
momentum has slowed. 

Most surveys show the Democrat, Edwin 
W. Edwards, the former three-term governor 
whose final years in office were tainted by 
corruption charges. leading the Republican 
Mr. Duke, a former Ku Klux (Clansman and 
Nazi sympathizer. The election is Saturday. 

But during his meteoric three-year ascent, 
Mr. Duke, more than any other politician in 
the coon try, has exceeded expectations of 


supporters often teU pollsters that they 
have not derided bow they will vote. Al- 
though pollsters have learned from experi- 
ence and can better track Mr. Duke's vote, 
political experts still tend in his campaigns to 


fall bad: on less scientific, more anecdotal 
evidence. 

During the past week there was a state- 
wide avalanche of ami- Duke activity that 
would have buried most candidates. 

Louisiana's top Republicans, including & 
former governor, David C Treea. endorsed 
Mr. Edwards. Independent committees be- 
gan running commercials in which Mr. Duke 
could be heard saying Judaism was headed 
for history's “ashcan." The Democratic Par- 
ty aired ads that ended: “Vote for Duke. 
Create a fohrer.” And President George 
Bush denounced Mr. Duke, calling him a 
“charlatan" unworthy of support. 

Did any of that hurt Mr. Duke? A political 
scientist at Loyola University. Stan Ma- 
kielski, said he believed that the c umulati ve 
effect slowed Mr. Duke’s momentum before 
Ik could expand his base beyond the 44 
percent he bad received last year in his U.S. 
Senate race against J. Bennett Johnston, a 
Democrat. 

John Magiimis, a Baton Rouge political 


analyst, disagreed. “My sense is that, if any- 
thing, that helped Duke a little bit," said Mr. 
Magmnis. He is among those who still con- 
rider Mr. Duke in the lead. “That’s bow he 
gpt elected to the legislature three years ago, 
when Bush and Reagan and the archbishop 
all came out against him and people derided 
it was none of their business.” 

The sentiment that Mr. Duke was being 
picked on grew this week after a debate in 
which a panelist, tbe black television anchor- 
man Norman Robinson, of New Orleans, 
delivered a personal rebuke of Mr. Duke 
while asking the candidate whether be would 
renounce his racist and anti-Semitic state- 
ments. 

Mr. Duke accused Mr. Robinson of taking 
“a cheap shot,” and calls to the television 
station and radio talk shows in New Orleans 
the next day indicated that many listeners 
agreed.

President George Bush restated 
his opposition to the idea again 
Friday, saying it would be impossi- 
ble under the constraints of the 
budget agreement concluded last 
year by the White House and Con- 
gress. 

Td love to be in a position to 
pledge every American, whatever, a 
tax cm,” Mr. Bush said at a press 
conference in Rome. “But I don't 
want to do that when I can’t see 


bow 1 can do that and keep it inside 
the budget agreement” 

Some lawmakers, such as Repre- 
sentative Leon E Panetta, Demo- 
crat of California, who beads the 
House Budget Committee, are 
warning their colleagues to resist 
tire pressures for cutting taxes. 

But proponents of tax cuts in 
both parties are undaunted. Mr. 
Rostenkowski said of the White 
House’s resistance, “Up until a 
week and a half ago, we weren't 
even in a recession if you listen to 
them down at 1600 Pennsylvania 
Avenue.”

uncertain cause may in fact have occurred heterosex- 
ually. But some experts believe the centers’ tally of 
heterosexual cases is overstated, because many people 
deny drug use or homosexual behavior. 

By contrast, the New York City Health Department 
has found only 12 out of 29,992 adult mate AIDS 
patients were definitely infected through heterosexual 
intercourse. 

Because it can be difficult to establish exactly how a 
given AIDS patient was infected, researchers do not 
know exactly how much the risk of heterosexual inter- 
course with an infected partner differs between wom- 
en and men. But they know the virus is modi more 
easily passed from a man to a woman than from & 
woman to a man. 

Many researchers point to a study by Dr. Nancy S. 
Padian of the University of California at San Francis- 
co and colleagues who studied the spread of the AIDS 
virus in monogamous heterosexual couples who had 
been studied since 1985. 

The researchers found that only one of the 72 men 
whose female partners were infected became infected 
themselves. But 20 percent of the 307 women whose 
male partnm were infected developed AIDS virus 
infection. 

Investigators say that men pass on the virus more 
easily because there is more of the virus in an qaailate 
than in cervical fluid. In addition, the man's semen 
remains in the vagina far days, giving the virus time Co 
work its way into cells. 

Dr. Venmmd said he and other researchers believed 
that some strains of the virus were transmitted very 
easily, whereas othos stubbornly resisted being 
transmitted.

Listen, Serbs and Croats 


As a symbolic gesture of disapproval, the 
European Community’s sanctions on Yugo- 
slavia, aimed chiefly at the Serbs, are well 
justified Whether they will make any practi- 
cal difference is open to question. In (be past 
the Community extended economic aid and 
a wide range of trade preferences to Yugoda- 
via. To suspend them, as it has now done, 
would no rmall y constitute tremendous pres- 
sure. But die war has already done so much 
damage to Yugoslavia’s economy that the 
impact of the sanctions may well be entirely 
lost in the general chaos and decline. 

Nor will sanctions be easy to administer. 
The Community is going to try to distin- 
guish between Serbia, as the aggressor, and 
those other republics that are ready to ac- 
cept its peace plan. While the sanctions 
apply to the whole country, die republics 
aaxpting the plan are to be compensated 
which will not be simple. One sanction that 
would have real bite is an oil embargo, but 
Yugoslavia’s oil does not come from the 
Community; it comes from the east, mainly 
Romania and the Soviet Union. The Com- 
munity is going to the United Nations for a 
complete cutoff of oil to Yugoslavia, but 
that will require worldwide cooperation. 

The Community’s inability to mount a 
stronger peacemaking effort has generated 
a good deal of unhappiness in Europe. It is 
the first serious fighting on European soil 
since World War II, and so far the Commu- 


nity has not even been able to slow it down. 
But in truth, no outsider has much leverage. 
■While the United States has now Joined the 
Community in imposing sanctions, it has 
also expressed doubts that they will accom- 
plish much. The Germans have been press- 
ing for an embargo of all trade, but other 
EC countries resist on grounds that it would 
impose intolerable suffering on civilians. 
Germany has also wanted to recognize Slo- 
venia and Croatia as independent coun- 
tries. But recognition would only exacer- 
bate the struggle over the Serhian-Croatian 
border through the many areas where both 
Serbs and Croats live together. 

The Community has one instrument of 
persuasion that has proved effective in en- 
couraging democracy and respect for hu- 
man nghts everywhere else in Europe. That 
is the promise of EC membership itself . But 
it assumes that people will respond to the 
prospect of economic growth. The Serbs, 
and to a lesser degree the Croats, are in- 
stead pursuing a kind of nationalism that is 
recklessly and willfully sacrificing all their 
country’s hopes erf economic progress. 

The Community’s plan for peace pro- 
poses a loose Yugoslav federation of essen- 
tially independent republics with guaran- 
tees for minority rights. It is an entirety 
reasonable idea. Unfortunately, Serbia is 
not being led by reasonable people.

Filling an AIDS Vacuum 


He has had many great moments during 
his wondrous basketball career, but none 
were as courageous as Magic Johnson's 
disclosure on Thursday that he had been 
infected with the AIDS virus. This was 
leadership for the nation, just when it was 
needed. Mr. Johnson pledged to work to- 
ward ending the spread of the disease. That 
pledge sham es President George Bush, 
whose silence has allowed this plague to 
disappear from America's national agenda. 

Mr. Johnson’s announcement that he was 
retiring because of the HIV infection broke 
the nation’s heart. In 12 extraordinary years 
with the Los Angeles Lakers he became one 
of the dominant figures in basketball histo- 
ry. He remains now as he was on his first 
day: the soul of wannto and gentleness, a 
smiling member of the family who always 
seems happy to see us. 

More than 125,000 Americans have died 
of AIDS. The disease is full-blown in nearly 

200.000 others. And perhaps as many as 1.5 
million are in Mr. Johnson's category, in- 
fected but not yet ilL Estimates say that 
over the next three years there will be 

230.000 more deaths and between 200,000 
and 600,000 new infections. 

In a recent report, the National Commis- 
si on on AIDS was tightly critical of Mr. 


Bush, saying that the White House had raw- 
ly addressed the AIDS issue. And Mr. Bush 
used one of those rare occasions to chide 
AIDS demonstrators for hurting Labor Day 
business in Kennebimkport, Maine, not far 
from his vacation house. The administration 
has canceled two vital surveys erf sexual be- 
havior, one dealing with teenagers. Conser- 
vatives thought the questions might appear 
to “condone" casual sex. That was a foolish 
and possibly tragic error. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of Americans have been infected by 
unsafe sexual practices. Hundreds of thou- 
sands more may follow. Only a better por- 
trait of sexual practices vnh let those in the 
field know bow to save Eves. 

Mr. Bush insists that “changes in behav- 
ior” will stop the epidemic. But bow will 
those changes occur if the president himself 
continues to disappear from leadership 
against this virulent enemy? Magic Johnson 
knows that the epidemic is real. “We think, 
well, only gay people can get it — it’s not 
going to happen to me. And here I am saying 
that it can happen to anybody." Mr. John- 
son, who has played many positions in his 
basketball career, is now fiUmg a presidential 
vacuum. The nation can be thankful for his 
bravery — and answer him with its prayers.

The ballot read: “Shall adult patients 
who are in a medically terminal condition 
be permitted to request and receive from a 
physician aid-in-dyingT The proposition 
failed, in part because voters fell that it was 
too broadly worded and contained too few 
safeguards. That sends useful messages to 
states where similar legislation is pending: 
Legal euthanasia is an immensely emotion- 
al subject. Ask questions. Go slowly. 

Washington state's Initiative 119 would 
have allowed adults to execute a medical 
directive requesting aid-in-dying if two phy- 
sicians certified Uni they were mentally com- 
petent, terminally Q] and had less than six 
months to live. The medical directive would 
also have required two unrelated witnesses. 

That sounded simple enough. Voters 
thought it too simple. For every person who 
said the proposal would provide “death with 
dignity,” another feared it could lead to 
involuntary euthanasia. For every voter who 


said it would give patients control of then- 
lives, another said it would give more control 
to physicians. Initiative 119 raised more 
questions than it answered. Can physicians 
be sure of patients' wishes? Can thty accu- 
rately predict how much time is left? Should 
there not be room for psychological counsel- 
ing before a patient decides? 

Two questions stood out for voters who 
until a few weeks ago seemed broadly in 
agreement with the principle of doctor-as- 
sisted suicide. One was whether patients mis- 
takenly labeled as terminal, especially those 
in pain, might choose to die even though 
their pain might be manageable, and thdr 
lives longer. The second was whether the 
elderly might choose suicide amply to spare 
their families' lives and pocketbooks. 

Initiative 119 may be dead but its spirit is 
very much alive. “Timor Mortis oonturbat 
me" (Fear of Death troubles me) is the 
famous refrain of a 16th century English 
poem. It rings loudly in America, yet Ameri- 
cans are uncertain how to respond.

YV has always had a special mean- 
ing for the millions of American men 
and women who have served their 
country — a day fra remembrance, 
tribute and summing up. This year 
tens of thousands of new veterans take 
their place beside those of Concord, 
New means, Shiloh, the Maine, Nor- 
mandy, the Choan Reservoir, Tuyhoa 
and a score of other military actions. 

I was in the Gulf, reporting for 
Newsweek, and I proudly watched 
America's young men and women do 
their stuff like old pros. They were 
dedicated, selfless and courageous. 
They made me feel reassured about 
being an American, because they rep- 
resented everything noble and fine 
about our country. 

Yet L hke many veterans today, 
wonder whether our country is better 
off now than it was at that memora- 
ble time 40 years ago when, trium- 
phant in the last worldwide shooting 
war, we confidently engaged in a 
worldwide political war. Today the 
cynical among us ask: “What did we 
tight for? We won the Cold War and 
lost our nation!”

If he signs 
the civil rights bill as expected, he 
cannot go around condemning Con- 
gress fra legislating quotas. If be and 
the Republicans want to share porti- 


on his efforts to reduce interest rates. 

• He will have trouble deflecting 
attacks about not paying attention to 
the home front, and still do what he 
should abroad. Yet be must, for tbe 
national interest and his own. 

He had to go to the NATO summit 
meeting in Rome last week or forfeit 
America's vital leadecshqi role in Eu- 
rope: He has to be involved from time 
to time in Mideast talks, otherwise 
there will be no progress. He has to 
reschedule his trip to Asia, particularly 
to Japan and South Korea, because 
trade with Pacific Rim countries is 
critical to American wefl-brina. His 
deft handfing of such issues, indudmg 
tbe war against Iraq, is what made him 
a popular president in the first place.

BUDAPEST — For two years, Hungar- 
ians have struggled to find the path to capi- 
talist success after years of central planning. 
Suddenly, they have emerged onto a wide 
boulevard, but not the one they expected, 

In the past week, investments totalin g 
more than a quarter of a billion dollars were 
announced by General Motors Coro., Philip 
Morris Cos^ United Technologies Coro, and 
privately hdd Beacon Cos. The flash flood of 
US. capital strengthens a plucky economy 
that is p receding government projections 
and outperforming its East European rivals. 

“Hungary is becoming the hub of Eastern 
Europe,” said Edwin Sidman, managin g 
partner of Beacon, which last Wednesday 
un veiled a $150 million project to build a 
pair of eight-story office buildings ami a 12- 
story luxury bold in Budapest* 

His project is only one of a large number 
in a country that began its shift to a market 
economy in 1968 under Eastern Europe’s 
only reform-minded Co mmunis t regime. 


In Eastern Europe, most plannets expect- 
ed that the engine for their transitions to 
capitalism would be privatization of large 
numbers of state-owned enterprises. From 
this base they hoped to create vibrant stock 
markets. The idea was simple: State firms 
responsible for the majority of the nation’s 
economic activity would be sold or floated 
on the stock exchange to investors who 
would whip them into shape. 

But in Hungary, the slow-to transform 
state finns are bring overshadowed by a 
private sector made up of new companies 
that are thriving beyond all expectation. For- 
eign and domestic money is entering the 
private sector through about 8,000 joint ven- 
tures. 

“We believed in a centrally planned priva- 
tization, but life corrected us," said byorgy 
Matoksy, an architect of the initial privati- 
zation strategy. 

'The accumulation of private capital in 
Hungary is very fast." said Mr. Matolcsy, 
now a senior official at the European Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development “It's 
much faster chan privatization of the state- 
owned sector. We have io admit that it is a 
hidden economy." 

Mr. Matolcsy argues that the private sec- 
tor, believed to total about 10 percent of 
Hungary's gross domestic product a few

Czechoslovakia: 
Rapid Sell-Off

PRAGUE — Czechs and Slovaks by the 
hundreds of thousands have each begun put- 
ting up 530 in risk capital to make them- 
selves pan owners of enterprises that the 
deposed Communist leaders had long main- 
tained belonged to “the people.” 

In an inventive program to privatize the 
major pillars of this highly industrialized 
country’s economy, citizens are buying 
books of coupons that will be convened next 
year into shares, either in the companies or in 
mutual funds that will be holders of such 
shares. 

The program aims not only to make citi- 
zens stockholders, but to restore their sense 
of involvement in the country’s affairs, 
which had withered under the authoritarian 
old regime. 

The “big privatization" follows a year in 
which many shops and other small enter- 
prises were sold directly at auction. In the 
first “wave." beginning early next year, 2*235 
companies are to be privatized, followed by 
1,842 companies in the second phase. 


Only vital public services and utilities are 
to remain in the hands of the government, 
which in the Communist years rivaled the 
Soviet Union in its virtual eradication of 
private enterprise. 

For 1,000 koruny, or about S30, a citizen 
receives a kind of checkbook with an “ac- 
count" consisting of 1,000 points. Buyers can 
use their points to buy stock in companies of 
their choosing when specific privatization 
plans for each of the 2^85 enterprises in the 
first wave are made public. 

The price of each share and the number a 
prospective buyer will acquire will be deter- 
mined through as many as five “rounds" of 
damnation, depending on how much buyer 
interest is demonstrated. 

Ln a conference for prospective foreign 
investors last week, several ministers and 
aides sought to impress cm Western finan- 
ciers and industrialists that Czechoslovakia 
is seeking as much foreign capital as possible 
for privatization, although the government 
plans to give top consideration to proposals 
reserving at least 20 percent of the shares for 
coupon buyers. 

Finance Minister Vaclav Klaus said he 
was pleased with the public response. His 
deputy, /aroslav Jurecka, said “several hun- 
dreds of thousands" of people have put up 
the 1,000 koruny in the five business days 
since the registration offices opened. 


The 777: Paperless Blueprint for Boeing and U.S. Industry

RENTON, Washington — There is no going back to the 
drawing board these days for engineers working on Boring

Indeed, there are no more drawing boards, Nor are 
there any drawings, in the conventional sense. All the 
design and engineering for the 777, scfaedukdfor delivery 
in May 1 995, is being done on computer screens, malting it 
the first fully “paperless” axrtmer. 

Boeing executives say the paperless approach will save 
money by greatly reducing the last-minute changes that 
typically are needed to make the two nnlKnn or so pieces 
in an airplane fit together. It also will make it unnecessary 
to buDo a full-scale mockup of the plane. 

And they say it win help the 777 gain early approval 
from federal regulators to fly over oceans, a crucial factor

“Every engineer since Leonardo has had to think in 
three dimensions but draw in two dimensions on paper," 
said Philip M. Condit, the Boeing vice president in diaige 
of the 777 program in Renton, a Seattle suburb. "The 
computing tool allows you to design in 3-D.” 

A lot is riding on the change. The 777 represents a $4 
billion gamble by Boeing to retain tile dominance in the 
commercial airplane business it has held since introducing 
the first all-jet airliner, the 707, in 1957.

TAIPEI — Fourteen Taiwan b anks have decided to 
lend SI trillion to Eva Airways for the purchase of eight 
jetliners from Boeing Co. and four from McDonnell 
Douglas Corp_, bank officials said Sunday.

Lobbyists in EC Battle 
Ban on Tobacco Ads

BRUSSELS — A powerful coali- 
tion of cigarette companies, adver- 
tising agencies and publishers has 
mohiflizod to head off a proposed 
blanket ban on tobacco advertising 
in the European Community. 

The lobbies have su c ceeded, to 
the dismay of the ban’s supporters, 
in shifting the debate away from 
health concerns toward an argu- 
ment over freedom of speech md 
the marketplace. 

An EC-wide ban on television 
advertising of tobacco products 
took effect on Oct. 1, but the Com- 
mission proposal would extend 
such a prohibition to newspapers, 
billboards and other publicity 
methods. 

The proposal, to be discussed on 
Monday by Community health 
ministers, only involves tobacco 
ads, but publishers and advertising 
professionals are worried that it 
could be the tip of the iceberg in a 
wholesale EC assault on the free- 
dom to publicize a wide range of 
products including alcohol toys 
and candy. 

The plan is unlikely to be en- 
acted at this time, because it is 
opposed by Britain, Germany, 
Denmark, the Netherlands arid 
Greece and they form a soBd blow- 
ing minority undo 1 the 12-nation 
Community’s complex voting 
rules. 

Still the issue is unlikely to dis- 
appear. The EC Commission is de- 
termined to push through such leg- 
islation, whether now or later. The 
countries supporting a ban include 
France and Italy, whose state to- 
bacco monopolies would benefit 
from advertising restrictions that 
make it diffic ult for new brands to 
penetrate established markets. 

“There could be a domino ef- 
fect” if the tobacco-ad ban were 


enacted, said Ranald Beatson, di- 
rector general of the European As- 
sociation of Advertising Agencies. 
“We arc concerned about a whole 
mass of legislation coming out of 
the EC aimed at barring all sorts of 
c omm ercial speech.” 

This month, full-page ads 
against the ban will run in about 
100 newspapers and 200 magazines 
that are members of the European 
Publishers Council. The advertis- 
ing space, if sold, would be worth 
about S6G nriHian. 

The EC Commission, which pro- 
posed the ban in May, disputes the 
domino theory. 

“We want to specifically regulate 
tobacco advertising because smok- 
ing causes 440,000 deaths a year in 
the Comnumity ihe EC social af- 
fairs commissioner, Vasso Papao- 
dreou, said through a spokesman. 
"This is not a first step that would 
be followed by other proposals on 
additional products such as alco- 
hol 

“We don’t have evidence that 
alcohol is dangerous, only that al- 
cohol abuse is," the spokesman 
said. “But even a small amount of 
tobacco is dangerous to health.*' 

“We just don't think a tobacco- 
ad ban is necessary for the comple- 
tion of the ECs single market," 
said a diplomat from Britain, which 
now has a voluntary system that 
restricts tobacco adverting aimed 
at young people and limits cigarette 
displays m store windows. 

Germany says an ad ban would 
violate its constitutional guaran- 
tees of free speech, while Denmark 
says that education and high ciga- 
rette taxes would be more effective 
than an advertising ban in reducing 
smoking deaths. 

Diplomats said that Greece is an 
important recent addition to the 
list of EC countries opposing the ad

Fed Dissenter Says Cut Won’t Help

WASHINGTON — When the Federal Reserve 
Board voted 4 to 1 last week to cut the discount rate 
by half a percentage point in an effort to stimulate the 
US. economy. Wayne Angell cast the lone “no” vote. 
It wasn't because he thought the economy was about 
to pick up anyway, but because he feared the move 
wouldn't wort 

Mr. AngdTs vote was one reflection of the complex 
relationship between Fed policies and the maraet- 
place. and the impact of both on the nation’s 
economy. 

"I was worried that our move would be inte r preted 
as trying to fine-tune the economy at the expense of 
more inflation later” Mr. Angdl said in an interview. 
“Such moves damage our credibility on inflation, 
which offsets the stimulative effects of lower short- 
term rates.” 

His colleagues, led by Chairman Alan Greenspan, 
dearly believed their action, on balance, would aid the 
faltering economy. 

The Fed’s actions reduced key short-term rates, 
such as those banks charge one another for overnight 
loans. The Fed’s influence over rates wanes, however, 
as the money involved is lent or invested for longer 
periods. At (hefar end of the scale, for example, a Fed 
move may not bring down rates on a 30-year Treasury 
bond. 

Economists generally agree that the level of long- 
term rates is more important to the health of the 
economy than short-term rates,, since the former are a 
significant factor in business decisions to invest in new 
plants and equipment, as well as in home-buying 
derisions and therefore in the pace of housing 
construction. 


Investors, far more than the Fed, determine what 
these rates will be, and their decisions, Mr. Angell 
said, are driven in no small pan by what they believe 
will happen to inflation. 

The market's response to the Fed action, so far, has 
been ambiguous. 

Rates on 30-year Treasury bonds have dropped 
from 8.02 percent — the level just before the Fed 
announced early Wednesday morning that it was 
cutting the discount rate to 4.5 percent — to 7.88 
percent Friday. 

Even that small decline underscores how stubborn 
long-term rates have remained over the past two years. 

Mr. Angell, using the same reasoning as last week, 
recalled that in December 1989 be dissented when a 
majority of central-bank policymakers acted to reduce 
the federal funds rale, the key interest rate finan cial 
institutions charge each other for overnight loans. 

“The Treasury long bond was at 7.9 percent then,” 
Mr. Angdl said, “and I predicted that long-term rates 
would rise” if the Fed cut short-term rates “and they 
did, by even more than I predicted.” 

Mr. Angell said he did not expect long-term rates to 
rise this time, just not fall significantly.

"This disease came 
into our league and took one of our 
est players, a guy everyone loves. It

one of Johnson’s closest friends, warned 
ft garnsi overreacting and m a k in g general- 
izations after Johnson's announcement 
Thomas is concerned that too much fo- 
cus will be placed on athletes, and not 
enough cm tire disease itself. Thomas said 
this would be unfortunate for a th letes, 
who he believes would be unfairly seen as 
practitioners of deviant lifestyles. 

The private lives of athletes, once left to 
the imaginations of fans, have become 
more detailed in recent years, in part be- 
cause of paternity and p alimony suits filed 
against some of the biggest names in 
sports, among them boxing’s Mike Tyson, 
baseball’s Wade Boggs, Darryl Strawber- 
ry, Fete Rose and Dave Winfield, foot- 
ball’s Lawrence Taylor and Eric Dicker- 
son, basketball's Patrick Ewing and 
t«um*g Martina Navratilova.

And more recently, the former NBA 
great. Wilt Chamberlain, wrote in a book 
of his estimated 20,000 sex partner* during 
the course of his fife. 

Having been criticized in the aftermath 
of Johnson's announcement for promoting 
pro mis cuity in the AIDS era, Chamberlain 
responded in a telephone interview. 

“One ihing people have to realize is that 
J was writing about an era when there was 
a sexual revolution in tins country and 
there was no death sentence hanging over 
people’s heads,” he said. “In the^SOs, I’ve 
had to change my lifestyle. It would be 
difficult for me to believe that most ath- 
letes — most people in any field — bad not 
made the same adjustments.” 

In the NBA at least, there is c o ncern 
that such an adjustment isn’t tire case. 

At Madison Square Garden, as bewil- 
dered players and administrators of tire 
sport struggled to find an ap propriate re- 
sponse, one prominent player agent said 
that tire lifestyles of not only players but 
many coaches had long been a sensitive 
and frightening subject of conversation. 

“People are worried who else might have

Besides bring tire fastest-growing pro- 
fessional team sport and one whose play- 
ers are unmistakably large and visible, 
NBA basketball has an ambience all its 
own, intimate and seductive, with teams 
having tile persona of a large rock band. 

Compared with football and baseball 
stadiums, NBA arenas are cozy venues of 
nighttime exritement, whose wealthy and 


frequently famous courtsde clientele are 
drawn not only by the game but also its 
“sexy environment,” according to Frazier. 

“Part of it is built in, tire players bring 
good-looking, athletic men bring dressed 
m shorts,” Frazier said. “Part of it is mar- 
keted that wot, with the music and the 
dancing gnis. m a way, they’re seSing sex, 
just like MTV.” 

Unlike the National Football League, 
which plays one game, on the weekend, 
and major league baseball, where teams 
stay in a city for three or four days, the 
NBA creates a high-powered life on the 
road. Teams usually arrive in a dty the 
evening before the next night’s game, and 
they often depart right after the game or 
early the following morning. 

After games, on the road and at home, 
players are often seen in bars near the 
arenas or in thrir hotels. And players often 
have women accompany them to different 
stops. “That’s what is so exdtmg about it,” 
Frazier said. “Chicago one night, LA the 
next. It’s a turn-on for everyone involved.” 

It was because of this transient life, 
combined with the burgeoning popularity 
of the players, that the NBA FLaycre Asso- 
ciation five years ago implemented, as part 
of its rookie orientation, counseling to help 
players develop more discriminating atti- 
tudes and safe sexual practices. 

“We’re dealing with young men on the 
road maybe 70 percent of the time because 
even when they're borne, that’s not where 
they’re from,” said Chartes Grantham, the 
executive director of the Players Associa- 
tion. ’The question is from our stand- 
point, how do you maintain that contact?” 

Thomas, tire president of the Players 


Association, said'. “The temp moots are 
out there, no question. But every individ- 
ual is different. 

“I think if anything you have more re- 
sponsible, educated pwpfc coming into 
the leagu e, I fhmlc things have gotten bet- 
ter in toms of tire temptations, and people 

will become even more educated after 
what's happened to Magic.” 

Frazier isn 't sure. He bdieves the spon- 
taneity of the modem NBA is not condu- 
cive to being careful 

“I rarely would have sex on the day of a 
game,” he said. “Gong out was mostly for 
getting phope numb ers. I don’t think that’s 
tire case now. I see players leaving the 
arena with two and three women some- 
times, and l remember thinking that same

Dr. Alan t-ar^ the psychiatrist who 
works with the New York Mets and has 
advised several NBA players, would argue 
to the contrary. 

“In the case of tire NBA you’re taBopg 
about young men who are speciab unique, 
a band of guys who can’t hide any- 
where. In- baseball, we at least have a 
ifioripHne tr aining ground. These basket- 
ball players sign the contracts and are 
expected to perform right away. And be- 
cause they are young, and apart from their 
home life, they have a need to fed they are 
worthwhile away from their job.” 

B®cd on his contact with athletes, Lans 
bdieves many are not prepared to deal 
smartly with this issue.

sense— of excess, or at least lavishness— -is based an 
tbe metaphor of a clerk in an ice-cream store digging 
deeply twice into a container to come up with two 
scoops to be placed on a single cane. (I always ask for 
sprinkles; Midwesterners were first to call the topping 
Junnues; files of the Dictionary of American Regional 
Fnglish include shots, hundreds and thousands, nonpa- 
reils and even bedbugs. This is taking me far afidd of 
economic jargon, but in a recession, there’s no more 
satisfying pick-me-up than a double dip of chocolate 
and batter pecan with multicolored sprinkles.) The wd 
slang sense of excess has been shunted aside by the 
new sense of “two downturns.” .... 

A more graphic synonym for that worrisome news is 
dead-cat bounce. I first heard that phrase in July from 
Laurence Tisch, the CBS chairman, who told meover 
a power breakfast at the Regency Hotel in New York 
that this vivid description of a fearsome scenario was 
being bruited about in the United States’s board- 
rooms. I opened a file: about that time, The Vancou- 
ver Sun in British Columbia reported: “Is the reces- 
sion really over, or is it a ‘dead-cat bounce 7 The latter, 
we’re told, is the marke t jargon fa a false sign of 
recovery — gruesome, but graphic.” 

Gruesome is right. The ferine metaphor, surdy dis- 
tressing to «mm«l lovers, was first used by a departing 
member of Franklin D. Roosevelt’s administration, 
H ugh Johnson of the National Recovery Administn*- 
tiVm, who described his exit as being amidst “a hail of 
dead cats,” by which he meant widespread criticism. Dr.
